program. The previously informal program'^p.f research called Tomorrow's Manpower Needs (TMN) 
now becomes part of the broad OES program as the National/State rna.ustry -Occupation Matrix

Siifce a brie-toone matching of the occupational 
categories cannot yet be achieved, vocational education* 
anjf other training planners still lack suitable information 
for some occupations. However, the conversion tabfe" 
presented in this report should enable innovative plan- 
ners to solve many of thfese matching problems.^or 
example, those using the t^ble could aggregate the 
various occupational titles and instructional programs 
different levels^bf detail to achieve a better match 
between occupafi^aj/demand and supply. To illustrate, 
the matrix titles Electric power line and cable installers 
and repairers, Telephone installers and repairers, and 
Telephone line installers and repairers could be aggre- 
gated to match the sum of the instructional programs 
"lineman," "Communi^tions," and "Industrial Elec- 
tricity."

difference between the supply of trainejd workers and 
the estimated occupational demand in specific occupa- 
tions, a precise matching may not be required for 
judicious planning. Jn^fact, relative measures of unmet 
need, that is, a ra«/:/>i^ of the difference between supply 
and denf^nd in each ifistructional program (or group of 
programs), may a better method for setting planning' 
priorities.* ^

The BJ-S .matrix uses a number of>other sources to 
supplement (j^ta frorh the 1970 Census of Population^ 
when they are considered to be more reliable.

The 1970 Census of Population made use of three 
types of questionnaires. One, distributed to 80 percent 
of the householdjs within the country, contained a 
limited number of ^population and housing questioYis. 
The, remaining 20 percent'of the households, split into' 
5-percent and 15-percent samples, were asked additional 
questions regarding the social, and ecdnqmic char- 
acteristics of their members. Detailed questions dealing 
/With occupation ahd industry of employment were 
included m both the 5-percent and 15-percent samples. 
These responses were classified into 441 occupational 
categories and cross-tabulated for 22.7 industrial cate- 
gories.^ The sum of Hiese occupational or industrial 
categories equals total employment.

Interpreting the tabi? 

Tlie listing of codes and titles ifi order of their 
percentage contribution to total" estimated -cfnployment 
provides the Vocational education planner with some 
rough notion of tiie relative importance*to be attached 
to /the various instructional programs und their job 
content. For example, in the illustrationc'the conversion 
t^le shows t^hat those DOT o ecu patio ns-foi* which one 
would be trained in 'Torests" are relatively mote 
' numerofis than those for which one would be trained in 

- *^S(^" within th^ specific matrix title Foresters and 
conservationists. Tife conversion table, however: pro- 
vides no basis for comparing the significance of either of 
, these' vocational education programs with programs 
associated with'other specific matrix titles. In addition, 
though the conversion table indicates that those em- 
ployed in the DOT occupation Forest Fire Fighter are 
relatively more numerous than tho^e employed in the 
DOT .occupation. Fire Lockout, it does not aiiow any 
comparison between, say. Forest Fire Fighter and Soil 
( onservationist. Similarly, DOT'occupations which have 
no corresponding vocational programs may be compared 
only with other DOT occupations witliiVf the matrix title 
•which, have no associated vocational programs. In the 
illustration cited above, no compxiriscMi may be niade 
between Forest Fire Figlrter and ' Foresjp^-r'tsm the 
forhit5r is associated with a vocational u^)gnun aiul the 
latter is not.

Pla nners should, be cautioned also that some DOT 
codes and, associated instfuctional "programs may 
overemphasized while other important codes and pro- 
grams mSy not appear in the (able. This prbblem arises 
because the 5-percent criterion has been applied to 
matrix oecupafional categories thai differ in size. As, a 
result, specific DOT job titles and associated-instruc- 
tional programs in the smaller matrix categories may be 
listed in the table eveii though their e,niployment is ' 
relatively small nationally. ^Conversely, specific DOT 
codes' and associated instructional programs that contain 
relatively la^ge ^m^oyment nationally may not be listed 
in the table because they appear^^hisJarge .;matrbc 
eategoriesr ' ■ . ' 

Limitations of the table 



Educators and other training program planners should 
be cautioned that Jlhis table has several important 
liniitations. First.. thp source of data is a small; limited 
sample thai has errob-of coding or judgment or^both. 
Some important DOT titlejfi and jobs and related 
vocational educational instruetipnaLprograms may have 
been oveilooked. while others may have bcen"over- 
empliasized. Second, the structure of the various occupa- 
tional and' educational classification systems does not 
allow a one-to.-oyi'e matching of the several systems. Tlie 
following is a mm)e specific discussion of the problems 
and limitations of the table. . • . 
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As noted earlier, the. sburce of data for the conversion 
table wjJS a sample household enumeration conducted in' 
•April 1971. by-the bureau of the Census as part of "its 
regular Current Popiilatipn Survey (CPS). One major" 
shortcoming of this' survey is that ,i\ includes fev^ 
questions on the charticteristics of a worker's job and thc^ 
industry of employment, lis is evident tliat ttie.' employ- ' 
<menl service coders Rad to exercise a considerable 
amounl'of judgment in allocating jobs to a very detailed 
DOT structure. For example, nhe job title Child mojiitor 
is listed .only in*census codes -942 and 980 in the 1970 
censjjs Classified Index of Ocaipations but it is assigned 
to five census codes, iiv the 1971 CPS (942, Child care 
workers, except private household;^52, School^moni; 
tor!;; 980, Child care workers, private household;- 981 , 
Cooks, private household; 984, Cleaners and servants, 
private household). This report assumes that the judg- 
ments made in the T97LCPS allocation of the EXDT. 
codes to the census-are correct, and^ even if they are not 
correct, typical of jhe judgments made in the 1970'. 
census. In effect, it is assumed that the same coding 
problems existed in classifying job titles in the 1970 
census, The aim here is to reveal the classifiqation 
pro'bleni. rather than mislead educational planners into 
the belief that the data are without error. 

Since the lJ>7L CPS 'Survey was only a snapshot of 
employment *and /he distribution of employment may 
^have changed sufficiently * so as to Yender the CPS 
estimates^ inaccurate today, the iriformation incorpo- 
rated in the conversion table must be used with caution. / 
It should be. considered as only an approximate ranking 
of^DOT cod^ by'employment. " ■ 

^ A particular DOT or vocational ^education^code may 
appear a nuniber of times because it' may be related to 
more than one matrix occupation. There are tU'o^^v 
fundamental reasons Why the„vocational education codes . 
. tend to appear over a wider range of matrbc titles than 
do the DOT codes. First, the Bureau of the fensus 
allocates sptofic job titles to census occupational 
categories in a manner that is not germane to the DOT 
structure. For example. Advertising Layout Man, a 
professional occupation in - the DOT (DOT code^ 
.141.081), is included in the census titles Compositors 
and typesetters (Census 422), a craft Occupation, ancl 
Painters and sculptors (Census 190), a professional 
occupation. Second/the vocational education. programs 
are often composites that have similar skills but may lie 
in different DOT classifications. For example, the job 
content of the instructional program "Advertising Ser- 
vices'' (04,01) has 15 associated 3-digit DOT codes that - 
span four DOT occupational divisions (professional, 
; technical,- and managerial ocmpations; clerical and sales 
occuparions; service occupaTions; and miscellarieous

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occupations-). As a result, the projected demand forany^ 
specific vocational program or any sptftrific IX)T code 
may 'be distrituted .over a wide, number of matrix 
occupational «t4tles. .Table 2 of this report^ shows tne 
matnjK, titles .associated, with each vocational educatipn 

• program^listed in table 1.''. 

While sorpe; of the vocational education jarograrns are s.. 
for clusters of jobs and are applicable to. a number of* 
matrix titles,*others are not broad enough to nll^tchthe 
nxatrix titles* these titles tend to be for-jobs whose skills 

^ may be taught, as part^of the subject matter of. several 
instructional programs. For epKirffple, there is no single 
vocational program for patternmakers; the skills of 
patternmakers are iritroduced'in severar programs, e.g., 
"Metal. Patternmaking" (17.2309) and "Woodworking*' 

. (17.3699): V 

Another hindrance to matching vocatiqnal education 
codes with matrix categories is the difference* in the 
spectrum of the labor force covered by the two systems. 
The BLS matrix .covers all occupations, while the . 
instructional .programs 'provide training for* a small 
fraction of tire Uotal >iiumber of workers. Specifically, 
most of the occupations in th^ professional, technical, 
and 'kindred group the matrix' require a college 
■ education, father than vocational training, and, as a 
result, hlWe no corresponding^ vocation^ education 
instructionai program.*'* Although-vocational programs 
do* train technicians (and haVe cbrrespongling codes),. 
vocational education generally Is not dff^ly ilpplicable 
to most professional occupations, and it'wduld be 
inaccurate to relate vocational "(education codes to 
professionaF occupations. The reader should note,, how- 
ever, that though th^re is no vocational program for 
s6me occupations (such as a supervisory level nurse)vthe 
fiow of workers into these occupations will presumably " 
emanate from those trained for entry level positions 
wliicTi are associated with vocational progrnrns. 

The large number of jobs in the matrbc residual titles 
presents another m^or barrier'. Approximafely*one-.tenth 
of Tti^ total employment in' the 1970 census was 
included in general (residual) categories and was not 
identified by .^pecific occupation. The residuals are too 
broad to classify , into specific vocational education 
programs, even though many of the occupations in these 
large groups have relatively uniform skill or training 
requirements. Since many of the vocational education - 
training programs are buried jn the residuals, the matrix

In short, a perfect match of BLS matrix occupational 
titles and. instructional prggrams is' impossible without 
serio.us modification of one or the other of the classifica- 
tion systems. Although this report is intended ^o 
alleviate the problem of mat^fiihg, educators and other' 
training planners still face some difficulties in using d*ata 
on supply and demand by occupatr(^. However, the 
table ma'y enable innovative planners to reorder the 
various classification systems into more. closely match-, 
able groups. It is a temporary tool for matching 
classification systems; the only permanent solution cah 
coriie from the completion of the Standard Occupational 
Classification System. ^
